companies in Corsicana, dating back to 
about 1880, but Action Line has not been 
able to locate any information about the 
Lone Star Bottling Works. 


In 1880, Peter Biso built the first 


bottling firm here at Beaton and Sixth. 
After several changes and many years, 
that company became the Dr. Pepper 
Bottling 
Co. 
The 
Corsicana 


Manufacturing & Bottling Co. opened 
shortly after Bisco's company, and was 
owned by H.E. Kinsloe. That company 
was later sold to Coca-Cola. 


Between 1920 and 1950 there were two 


other bottling companies here, the Nehi 
Bottling Co. and the Nesbett Grapette 
Co. There was also a Barq's Company 
here which manufactured root beer 
syrup for soft drinks. 


If anyone knows of the Squeeze drink 


or the Lone Star Bottling Works and 
will contact Action Line, we will pass 
along that information.

slated to be replaced in the near future 
and that should eliminate your com- 
plaint.

protected left turns for traffic on 7th. 


The new signals wilJ,'Be~ sTrmlaT to 


those 
installed op/W. 2nd Ave., 


providing a grepirlight and a protected 
left turn signal for the eastbound 
traffic,.Xfien the westbound traffic. 
North-south traffic at the intersections 
will not have left turn signals. 


The $30,605 contract for the new 


signals has been awarded to the Mica 
Corp. of Fort Worth. Because of state 
requirements in installing such signals, 
work will likely take a while — as it did 
on W. 2nd Ave., — but it should get 
underway soon. 


Why is it that our county com- 


missioners feel it necessary to raise 
county taxes by 70 per cent when they 
have not been out of funds for years? 
Also, why would some commissioners 
tend to take the Auditor's figures over 
those of the Tax Assessor-Collector? He 
should be more familiar with the 
figures than an auditor who has been on 
the job only a short time. 


The county has been spending more 


money than it brings in during a given 
year — this year, it spent $127,000 more 
than it earned in tax and other 
revenues. The only way commissioners 
have been able to do this is by paying 
the budgeted deficit out of the surplus 
funds which have accumulated. 


But those surplus funds have been 


spent down to a level that would not 
allow the county to continue deficit 
spending. Thus, the need for more 
money to keep services at their present 
level. The tax increase will allow the 
county to continue at about the same 
level, according to county officials, but 
will not provide a huge surplus. 


As you may have noticed from recent 


Daily Sun stories, the figures originally 


' provided by the tax assessor-collector 


were 
not accurate. Jerry Scott 


originally estimated the county tax roll 
at about $136 million (45 per cent of the 
total property value.) But he later 
lowered his estimate by $7 million after 
receiving the T.Y. Pickett property, 
value appraisals on oil, gas, and in- 
dustrial properties. 


County Commissioner 
R.J. Hen- 


derson at that time (Daily Sun, July 17, 
1977) said that it was doubts about 
Scott's earlier estimates that made him 
decide to base his decisions on Auditor 
Elbert Dossey's figures.

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County employe pay raises are coming

Pay raises for Navarro County employes are likely to be a 


part of the 1978 county budget, according to County Judge Rob 
Dunn, who is chief budget officer for the county. 


"A pay raise," Dunn says, "was part of the basis for the tax 


increase." The judge cast the tie-breaker vote which gave 
county taxpayers 
the 70.7 per cent higher taxes. 


A discussion of the budget is slated for Monday's com- 


missioner's court meeting. Dunn said the purpose of the 
discussion will be to notify institutions outside of county 
government but which still receive some sort of funding from 
the county that it is budget time again. 


INCLUDED ON this list is the Public Library the Navarro 


County Association for Retarded Citizens, and the Navarro 
County Consultation Center. Dunn said he wasn't sure but he 
believed the contract with the City of Corsicana for fire 
department service is also up for re-negotiation this year. 


Financial matters will be much on the minds of the com- 


missioners as discussons of an annual outside audit of county 
records and a standardized accounting system for all Texas 
counties are included on the agenda. 


County Auditor Elbert Dossey has recommended the county 


have an annual certified audit since the state comptroller's 
office is now requiring all 254 Texas counties to have biennial 
certified audit. 


Dossey says an annual audit will cost the county less because 


not as much time is required and time he says is the expensive 
part of an audit. The standardized accounting procedures two 
years in preparation by State Comptroller Bob Bullock's office 
will provide uniform financial reporting for all counties. 


The system is called "Standard Financial Management 


System for Texas Counties." Dunn said that County Treasurer 
E.L. Parrish has been working with a representative from 
Bullock's Planning and Research Division to see how the system 
will mesh with the present accounting procedures the county is 
working under. 


The judge says a major factor in considering employe pay 


raises is the wide gap between city employe salaries and count) 
salaries. He cited Corsicana City Secretary Nelda Neal as one 
city employe who makes more ($14,700) than Dunn's yearly 
$14,113. 


DUNN SAYS it is difficult for the county to keep good workers 


because the pay is not competitive with other jobs in the area. 
He believes that low pay only promotes inefficiency because the 
best workers can always get better paying jobs. Leaving lesser 
qualified persons the only ones available to the county. 


Another issue facing county commissioners this year is the 


need for a reappraisal of property taxes. Dunn says the Board of 
Equalization hearings revealed the "large inequities that exist" 
in property values throughout the county. 


Dunn says he has an idea that will help all the governmental 


entities in Navarro County. He says he would like all the cities, 
and school districts to join with the county in hiring an outside 
appraisal firm to appraise property values. 


The judge said all the different taxing entities could use the 


same value instead of the school using one value, the county 
another, and the City of Corsicana still another. 


He explained the cost to each city, school district or to the 


county for appraising property under their jurisdiction could be 
reduced by his plan. Dunn added he has not discussed his idea 
with the City of Corsicana or the Corsicana School District, but 
hopes to do so in the near future. 


DUNN SAID he wasn't going to propose money be set aside for 


reappraising property , preferring to wait until the county 
budget is adopted and see how much money is left over. 


And Dunn says it will be December again this year before the 


county budget is finally approved by the commissioners court. 
According to Dunn's timetable, a preliminary county budget 
will be presented to county commissioners in September, budget 
hearings in October, and a final budget ready in November with 
its approval coming in December. 


County officeholders, Dunn says, are currently working on 


their budget requests and that he will prepare the preliminary 
budget from their requests. He says he prefers the October oral 
budget hearings when officeholders and the court meet and 
"thrash out" their differences rather than the county judge, as 
the budget officer, making up the budget without outside input. 


He says he has the authority to submit any kind of budget he 


wants without considering the officeholder, but he doesn't want 
county budgeting done that way. 


DUNN BELIEVES the commissioner's court will be "as tough 


as a boot" with officeholders who request bigger budgets for 
1978 than they have for 1977. Especially in light of the large 
amount of criticism Dunn and the commissioners received 


during the board of equalization hearings in July. 


The judge said all meetings concerning the county budget 


would be open, adding that no secret meetings were planned. 


As there was last year, a grievance committee will be set up to 


consider employe gripes over pay. Dunn said the committee is 
set up by law. 


Also on .he agenda Monday is a request by District Clerk C.O. 


"Bud" Currington for an additional employe for his office; a 
request from Commissioner Thomas Dyer for revision in his 
budget. According to Dunn Dyer wants to move some money 
from one line item, say gravel, to another line item like main- 
tenance.

Dunn says city's Manpower 
proposal in line with costs

County Commissioners will get to decide Monday if they want 


the City of Corsicana to operate the Manpower program, ac- 
cording to County Judge Rob Dunn. 


Dunn said he discussed with City Manager Dick Ballenger 


Wednesday the proposal for the city to take over the program 
beginning Sept. 1. 


"I talked it over with Mr. Ballenger and his proposal seems to 


be in line with administrative costs in this area," Dunn said. 


THE JUDGE added he felt sure the commissioners will ap- 


prove of the city running the project. Dunn is chairman of the 
Manpower Advisory Committee for Subarea C of the North 
Central Texas Council of Governments (NCTCOG). 


Navarro College, which has been operating the project, 


canceled the contract -with NCTCOG because of criticism it 
received over the administration of the project. 


The Advisory Committee met Wednesday in the commission 


chambers at city hall, but the subject of who will operate the 
program was not brought up by Dunn. Dunn said he discussed 
the city's proposal with Ballenger when he had excused himself 
from the meeting for a while. 


The committee met to discuss and review new project data 


summaries for Title VI Programs under the Comprehensive 


Employment Training Act. 


NINETEEN projects were reviewed by the committee, four of 


which are Navarro County. The local projects were submitted 
by Community Services, Inc., Navarro County Association for 
Retarded Citizens, and two from the Magnet Nutrition for the 
Elderly program. 


The Community Services Program asks for $57,648 for the 


weatherization of 60 homes for low income families in order to 
reduce fuel consumption and family expenses. Older citizens 
and handicapped persons would be assisted first. 


The Navarro County Association for Retarded Citizens project 


asks for $18,600 for the construction of two facilities for the 
mentally retarded in the county. The facilities include a 
sheltered workshop for adults, a child development center for 
children and young adults, and an adult activity center. 


One of Magnet projects asks for $5,720 for an arts and crafts 


instructor to teach hand craft techniques to elderly citizens. The 
second Magnet project asks for $10,400 to reach 500 possible 
clients, provide information and services to this group, and to 
provide needed transportation to these same people. 


None of these projects have been formally approved. 


However, Dunn says the weatherization program will be ap- 
proved. 


Judge buys pickup 


Dunn defends driving record

County Judge Rob Dunn has pur- 


chased a new pickup truck with part of 
his new monthly $300 automobile 
allowance, which was approved by 
commissioner's court last week. 


Dunn revealed the purchase Friday 


in response to an Action Line question, 
which was critical of Dunn and the 
monthly allowance. The Action Line 
asked how Dunn could "justify $300 per 
month for automobile allowance". 


Dunn replied that $213.05 per month 


will go to payments on a $6,500 Ford 
Club Cab truck. The truck will not be a 
county-owned vehicle, Dunn said the 
title to the truck will be in his name. 


THE ACTION LINE question further 


asked "How can a County Judge wear 


out an automobile in two years to the 
point 
where 
it 
is 
a 
total 
loss 


mechanically?" 


To which Dunn replied, "The water 


hose broke and the engine heat light 
malfunctioned resulting in the motor 
overheating 
necessitating 
a 
large 


amount of maintenance." 


Dunn said the least expensive engine 


replacement he found cost $600. He 
added, "In 
my opinion it is not 


economically feasible to spend that 
type of money on an automobile whose 
book value is at $1,400." 


The Action I Jne then stated, "It is no 


wonder the cases that he should be 
presiding over have piled up as it is 
evident that he is not in his office, but 
out in his car. 


"To begin with," the letter continued, 


"just what does our county judge need a 
car in his capacity for is a mystery to 


me. His secretary handles all the 
purchase orders and I am sure he does 
not drive to the various places to get the 
bids, but relies on her to see that they 
are correct before he signs them. 


IT IS ALSO APPARENT that the 


various officeholders suggest to him 
what machinery they need." 


Dunn explained that he is on five 


various boards for North Central Texas 
Council of Governments and he feels it 
is "important to attend and represent 
Navarro County in regional govern- 
ment business in addition to my official 
capacity as county judge." 


The judge also said that his case load 


is not piling up. He said that he handles 
125 criminal cases per month, 40 
probate cases per month, and about 10 
to 15 alocholic and lunacy cases each 
month. Dunn said this was in addition to 


his "usual administrative function as 
chief budget officer for the county and 
presiding officer of the commissioners 
court." Dunn said he was "alarmed to 
find someone dissatisfied with my 
administration of county government." 
He invited any such person to come up 
to the courthouse and "point out the 
deficiencies in the operations". 


He said he "regrets" that he "can't 


spend all of my working day in the 
office." Dunn says his working day 
often begins at 6:30 a.m. with calls from 
the county jail concerning prisoners 
and doesn't end until midnight." 


The judge says consequently he must 


rely on his secretary, Cheryl Lewis, to 
prepare a lot of the paperwork and 
purchase orders, adding that that is the 
function 
of a secretary. He said 


government business just can't stop 
while he is out of the office.
